In  a  short  time,  the  curtain  will  fall  upon 
the  final  and  greatest  performance  of  the  year, 
graduation.  At  this  moment,  culminating  their 
efforts  toward  success,  the  Class  of  ’51  will 
depart  forever  from  the  stage,  the  footlights  and 
the  applause  of  the  living  theater  in  which  they 
have  spent  the  last  four  years.

“Curtain  going  up !”  That  might  have  been 
heard  by  the  members  of  the  Class  of  ’51  had 
we  made  our  debut  on  Broadway  and  not  in  the 
halls  of  P.H.S.  However,  instead  of  being 
greeted  by  the  flashing  jewels  and  decolletage 
of  “first  nighters,”  we  were  met  by  superior 
glances  of  upper-classmen  who  appeared  as  fore¬ 
boding  as  any  audience  to  the  novice  actor.  Never¬ 
theless,  as  the  weeks  progressed,  we  rapidly 
gained  self-assurance  and  assumed  our  respective 
roles.  As  apprentices,  we  sought  advice  that  first 
year  from  older,  more  experienced  students  and 
gingerly  stepped  into  new  fields  of  endeavor.

Have  you.  ever  wondered  why  the  word  “Monitor”  is  applied  to  those 
students  of  P.H.S.  who  are  stationed  at  various  posts  in  the  halls?  The  word 
monitor  is  derived  from  the  Latin  word,  moneo,  meaning  “to  advise.”  That 
describes  the  main  function  of  the  monitors — to  advise  the  students  about  the 
rules  that  keep  P.H.S.  orderly.  Not  only  do  the  monitors  direct  traffic  in  our 
limited  hall  space  while  classes  are  changing,  but  they  also  go  on  duty  three 
minutes  before  the  last  bell  in  the  morning  and  afternoon  to  clear  the  halls  of 
confusion.  A  new  duty  of  the  monitors  is  to  stand  on  their  stations  during  air 
raid  drills  while  the  student  body  returns  to  the  homerooms.  The  monitors  report 
and  place  on  trial  before  a  student  court  those  offenders  who  repeatedly  fail  to 
cooperate.  The  Monitor  Force  meets  weekly  to  discuss  means  to  improve  its 
efficiency  through  suggestions  of  the  members,  of  the  monitor  commissioners, 
William  Herbster  and  Virginia  Doyle,  and  the  teacher  advisors :  A  Floor — Mr.
